The srtrain C/yphonectna parasitica DSM 144S3 has been deposited at the DSMZ for the purposes of 
patenting according to the Budapest Treaty on the international Recognition of the Deposit of 
Micmorgantems lor the Purposes of Patent Procedure. The Treaty has bean established by the World 
Intellectual Property Organisation (WlPO), Geneva to meet the needs of patent applicants for 
biotechnologies inventions. According to the Treaty certain culture collections are recognized by WlPO as 
International Deptwtary Authorities (IDAs), The DSMZ functions as patent depositary according to the

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As the DSMZ in its function as JDA foDowo the regulation* of the Budapest Treaty, strains deposited 
according to the Treaty are handled In a separate department, wttnotbe published and vritl never be listed 
In any publWy available list or in the DSMZ on-line catalogue. Consequently, nobody - except the 
depositor/patent applicant himself and the patent office involved - knows about the existence of a patent 
strain deposited according to the Budapest Treaty unless the patent application has been disclosed. 
Budapest Treaty deposits consequently wll not appear in the public domain of the DSMZ. 



Furnishing of samples of deposited biological material follows Rule 11 of the Treaty:

It Is evident that third parties will request Budapest Treaty deposits only after a patent application has been 
disclosed or patent protection has been granted Without reference to a patent/application their requests 
cannot be handled at the IDA.
